The other instances 
that might be mentioned are Lin 
gens, Janik and Loew, of New York, 
Koewig, of IMiilachdphia, Sibitzsky, 
of Chicago, Luss, of Norfolk, and 
Leitch, of Baltimore. On Saturday 
evening, May 9th, a farewell re- 
ception was tendered Mi. Iloke- 
meyer at the home of his sister in 
IjauraviHe, a suburb of Baltimore. 
A large number of his friends were 
in attendance and the speeches and 
viands served might have put many 
a Belvedere cook and an Isador 
Straus Rayner orator to flight.

conjunction with the N. A. D. 
meeting, having met defeat at the 
hands of the Executive Committee 
Ht a meeting recently in the Oxford 
Hotel in Denver, and not at the C, 
<fc S. Railroad Station, as selected 
by the executive officer. Despite 
the bitter efforts of the president, 
Kent, Mount &, Co., the by-laws 
triumphecl, and the dates selected 
are August 13th, 14th and 15th. The 
Local Committee is com|>osed of 
Messrs, M. J. Kestner, Chairman; 
Frank Lessley, Stephen McGinnity 
and F G. Reid, who will shortly 
announce the meeting hall, and 
reduced railroad rates from points 
in Colorado. The program com- 
mitt/Ce consists of William George 
Veditz, chairman; Messrs. F. G. 
Reid and Max J. Kestner.

From our Rezulat Correspmideni, 

Last Saturday a scheduled piine 
was played between the boys of Mt. 
Pleasant Militjary Academy, at Os- 
sininu-on-the-Iludson and the Fan- 
wood llegulars, with the result that 
the Regulars easily shut out the 
Ml. Pleasant l)oys l>y the score of 
IT to 0. 

Tlie ni^ht before a hard stonn 
made itself known by <lriving rain 
and lighting and thunder. After 
raining for iialf an hour or so it 
ceased, the stars beamo visible and 
the wind elianged from the east to 
tfie of»posite direction, and rain 
again. All this caused much douiit 
to be expressed as to whetJier the 
weather conditio'is would be favor- 
abh^ for the baU game the next day. 
The next morning it cleared olT 
partly and it was decided to make 
the journey. When Capt. Lux, 
ordere<l all to prepare, suit-cases 
w(^re brought out, and the baseball 
togs anrl other necessaries were 
packed up, along with the boxes of 
luuchf^on made up by our house- 
keeper. They had planned to start 
between nine thirty and ten o*(d(»ck, 
but at eight o'clock all the boys 
were sent in and had to bath**. 
After the bath they were told to 
change their uniforms and get ready 
for drilling, as the Institution was 
to have as guests President John H 
Jackson and I^rincipal William N. 
Burt, of the Western Pennsylvania 
School for tlie Deaf. As soon as 
the visitors appeared at the en- 
trance gate the boys were ordered 
iuHide and the battalion lined up 
when the first call wan uiven. 
Only the battalion parade and the 
Hutts' Drill were given, after which 
the several companies went through 
tlie manojuvres and then dispersed, 
th(* ti» Id music remaining foi a 
while in order to give a few addi- 
tioruil selections. The visitorn were 
then taken on a tour of inspection 
by Principal Currier, and ©very 
where they went they manifested 
the interest they felt upon behold- 
ing the various improvements and 
L'iant strides this Institution has 
taken. 

After going through the aim 
exercises at noon, the jiupils filed 
into the dining room, where, after 
the pupils were seated, the Re- 
gulars arose and left tlieir f>laces 
The Principal sent them off with 
best wishes for goofl luck, and tln^n 
they hurried out got ttieir giipsar^ks 
an<l made a bee line for the subway. 
I'he Grand C'entral depot was 
readied in a short time, and the 
party boarded the Ossining local, 
which [)ulled out at nineteen min- 
utes after one o*cleck. Luncheon 
boxes were hauhui out of Wnh l)ags 
Hud soon the hoys w<*re stowing 
away a hearty meal and comm(*nting 
upon the excellence of the viands. 
After running underground for 
some distance, the train came out 
on the elevated structure, and after 
(jrossing the Harlem River, de- 
scended to the ground. As the 
tracks are alongside the Hudson 
River, many very beautiful scenes 
of the opposite shore are presented, 
the Palisades bedecked by nature 
with trr*es, h^-"" 'hi^ most promi- 
nent.

Dr. S. T. Walker, Suporin- 
tendont of tho State Institution for 
tho Deaf and Dumb, a trained ox- 
port in tho care of tho doaf and 
dumb, this morning tendered his 
resignation to tho Board of Trustees 
' f tho institution, to take otfoct on 
September Ist. 

Dr. Walker has roudorod such 
valuable services during his four 
yoais here that tho Board unanrm- 
ousl}^ passed a resolution requesting 
him to reconsider his action — did 
not accept it — and laid stress upcm 
the necessity of appointing an ox- 
pott as Superintendent of the Doaf 
and Dumb Institution. 

Tho following is tho letter of Dr. 
Walker to the Board and its answer : 

May 4, 1908. 

7b the Board af Tnistees of the Lou- 
isiana InstitiUefor the Deaf and 
Dundi "" 

Gentlemen: On the first of Sep- 
tember next I will have served you 
as superintendent of this institute 
for four years. I will also have 
completed a service for tho deaf 
and ilumb as teacher and suporin* 
tendont for more than twonty-oight 
years. 

If I have succeeded in my cdiosen 
pi'ofossion, I credit the success 
largely to the fact that I love the 
woikand I love tho doaf children of 
whom appr-oximately a total of fif- 
teen hundred have been in my 
charge, lint while I have been 
wedded to tho work, at the s*uno 
time, tho nervous and physical 
strain upon me has grown to such 
an extent as to render it almost 
imperative, in my judgment, that 1 
l)e freed from the lal)orHn<l respt^nsi- 
l^ilitios ot ofiice for a year or two or 
until such time* as my condition 
mii»ht permit my re-entering the 
work with old-time vigo'* and with 
perfect safety to my health. 

With a Lrreatdcal of regret, there- 
ftu'o, I am impelled to tender this, 
my resignat ion of t ho office of sn{>ei - 
intondont, to take effect if the date 
meets with your approval at the 
close of my four yea rs^ service. Sep-

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Farinh 
Building for St. Ann^s Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty- Ave feet back from the 
iin(5 of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious and sociaJ life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Qallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed tlie church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken, St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty -five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
tive feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in h(M»rht, with a basement, 
and will \h\ H8e<l lor the social, rti- 
ligiouH ainJ iiiduHtrial needs of th(^ 
deaf-mutes of Mew York. The 
amount required for '' The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish liuijiding" will 
be about $;5(),00U, and the building 
itself, in its position and jjurpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
